THE RAILROADS, 


A MEETING OF TRUNKE-LINE PASSENGER 
AGENTS. 


New Yorks, Oct. 9.—(Special.]—A meeting 
of the General Passenger Agents of the 
trunk-line railroads was held at the office of 
Commissioner Fink today.

The views of the representatives of the roads

COUPON FRAUDS, 
SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS. 

New Yous, Oct. 9.—Great interest is taken 
in the report of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts in the Carroll coupon frauds, whieh 
alleges that the frauds could have been made 
only through gross carelesness; that Carrol 
must have had accomplices; that proof ex- 
ists that the coupons of the surplus bond 
issue were issued; and that a radical reor- 
ganization of the financial department of the 
city is necessary.

THE COURTS, 
COLORED SCHOOLS. 

New York, Oct. 9—Theresa W. King, 
colored, was refused admission to Public 
School No. 5, Brookiyn, and directed to at- 
tend colored school No. 1. She applied for 
amandamus to compel Principal Gallagher 
to admit her to No. 5. Chiet-Justice Neil- 
son, of the City Court, Brooklyn, after full 
argument, refused the writ. The General 
Term of the City Court affirmed that de- 
cision and the Court of Appeals affirmed the 
decisions of the lower courts.

Iam of opinion that the cigars were liable to 
seizure and forfeiture under the act of March, 
1879, because the boxes do not bave impressed 
on them the number of the manufactory, as ex- 
pressly required by the amendment or 1879.

LAND-GRANT CONTEST. 
THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC WILL NOT GET THE 
TEXAS PACIFIC ACRES. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 9.—[Special. |— 
Secretary Teller will probably take final ac- 
tion this week in the matter of the applica- 
tien of the Southern Pacific ;Road to secure 
the unearned land-grant of the Texas Pacitic. 
‘That action, there is excellent. authority for 
stating, will be adverse to the road. It 
probably will be in the nature of an orcdér re- 
jecting the application of the Southern Pacific 
for the appointment of Commissioners to 
examine the portions of the road in Arizona 
and New Mexico and the other places inai- 
cated, The order undoubtedly will 
make the claim that the Texas 
Pacific, if a land-grant road 
at all, is certainly not such a land-grant road 
as would entitie it, prima facie, to the ap- 

intment of Commissioners. Even if the 
jommissionersshou!d ve appointed of course 
it would not necessarily follow that the land 
grant would be secured Dy the Southern Pa- 
cific, but the appointment of Commissioners 
would be a very important preliminary ad- 
vantage for the Southern Pacific. To refuse 
1 defeat 
all attempts of the company to secure the 
grant outside of Congressional action, 
and there is of course no probability that 
Congress would give that 15,000,000 acres to 
Southern Pacific. 


WILL CULLOM WIN ?

* MEDICAL EDUCATION. 


Extracts of Special Interest from the 
Report of the Illinois Board of 
Health on This Impor- 
tant Subject. 


SPRINGFIELD, Oct. 9.—[Special.]—The 
fifth annual report of the Lllinois State 
Board of Health is now in press. Advance 
proof-sheets of the section ov medical educa- 
tion and the regulation of the practice of 
medicine contains statements of especial 
interest at this time, when the colleges 
are beginning their annual lecture terms. 
In June, 1880, the board appointed a 
committee to formulate a schedule ot educa- 
tional requirements and characteristics by 
which to determine the good standing of 
medical colleges. This step was taken ip 
order to enable the board the better to dis- 
charge the duty devolved upon it by the Act 
to Regulate the Practice of Medicine in the 
State of Lilinois; and by which act the board 
is directed to “issue certificates [entitling to 
practice} to all who furnish satisfactory 
proof of having received diplomas or jicenses 
from legally-chartered medical institutions 
in good standing.” A schedule was pre- 
pared by the committee, and subsequently 
adopted by the board as the standard en- 
titling to recognition as the basis for legal 
qualification for practice in Lilinois. Pre- 
vious to that time a very smal! minority of 
the medical colleges of the country demanded 
evidence of a good English education as a 
preliminary to the commencement of medical 
practice, ora thorough examination of ma- 
triculates in the branches of mathematics, 
English composition, and elementary physics 
and natural philosophy. 

The Lilinois board exacted these conditions 
togecher with attendance-on lectures, 
announced that hereafter diplomas of coi- 
leges whose educational requirements and 
methods fall below the schedule will not 
he recognized as entitling their possessors to 
certificates from the Lilinois State Board of 
Health. The conditions presented are espe- 
cially important to students intending to 
practice in Lilinois, as, unless their diplomas 
are from colleges in ‘“‘good standing,” as 
thus defined, the only other method of enter- 
ing practice in this State under the law is by 
—— a satisfavtory examination before the 

ard. Theschedule of the lilinois Board 
was adopted by the Missouri State Board of 
Health at its meeting ; 


next meeting (fall of 1883). 

The report gives a complete compilation 
of the medical laws of various 
States in the United States and of Can- 
ada, together with a summary and anal- 
ysis of colleges and students. The total 
number of colleges accounted for is 218, of 
which 204 are in the United States. The 
total number of colleges now in existence 
is 130, the United States having 119. 
Colle whose diplomas have been pre- 
sented to the Illinois State Board of 
Health number 109, all but 6 of them being 
in the United States. Heretofore 8 of these 
have been recognized, 16 rejected, and 9 have 
been recognized conditionally, all in the 
United States. There were previously only 
45 which exacted a preliminary education as 
a condition of matriculation, while at the 
present time there are 82; and of those re‘ 
quiring attendance on three or more courses 
of lectures before graduation the num- 
ber has been increased from 22 to 
27. A total of 53 require a thesis as a condi- 
tion of uation, 4 have chairs of hygiene, 
and 72 have chairs of forensic medicine.

years, and at times has caused his family and 
friends much anxiety. He first became 
known to the public asa dramatic critic in 
San Francisco, where he was strock with 
the latent talentof Edwin Booth, and did 
much in hurrying the great actor to public 
notice. He was born in Nantucket, May 22, 
1826, and isa graduate of Harvard Univer- 
sity of the Class of 48. He was one of the 
early California pioneers, and while in 
the Far West was_ connected chiefiy 
with journalism, While in college 
he had laid the foundation for the study 
of the ministry, and after being in Ualitornia 
about nine years ago he applied for orders 
and was ordained. He became the assistant 
rector of Grace Church, in San Francisco, 
Breaking down by overwork, Dr. Ewer 
came to this city in 1860 and became the as- 
sistant minister of St. Ann’s Church, on 
Eighteenth street. Two years later he be- 
eame rector of Christ Church, at Fifth ave- 
nue and Thirty-fifth street. ‘There he began 
to show the tendency toward ritualisin 
which afterward led to his leaving that 
ehurch. He began to preach the doctrine of 
the * real presence” and other high-church 
beliefs. His famous sermons on the “ Fajl- 
ure of were delivered in 
rist Church.

Annual Convention of the Association 
of Superintendents and Man- 
agers. 


Electric Motors in Berlin, Germany, 
Prove More Expensive than 
Horses. 


A Proposed Substitute for the Conductor— 
The Necessity for ‘‘ Spotters.” 


The American Street Railway Assoviation 
met at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday.

NEW METHODS OF CONSTRUCTION. - 
Mr. Brayton, of Rhode Island, exhibited in 
model new methods of constructing street 
railway tracks. Ly one method no ties are 
used, and the stringers are ot iron; by au- 


other method the track is laid on ties with-— 


out the use of stringers. ° 

Mr. Christman, a Berlin street-railway 
manager, was invited to address the associa- 
tion. He exhibited a large map of the paved 
streets of that city. 
the companies to pave the streets where the 
track is laid, and also require them to use 
steel ties and stringers. Asphalt and Swed- 
ish granit are mainly used for paving, though 
some blocks of American yellow pine are 
now being put down. The ordinary cost of 
stringer s, ties, and rails is about $4 per run- 
ning yar d, and the pavementof the road fram 
$4 to $6 per square yard. The speaker stated 
that so tar electric system had 
been tried in several instances, but the cost 
was much greater than horses, was 
abandoned as too expensive, and even im- 
practicable. The s er said the street- 
railroad with which he was connected car- 
ried 60,000,000 passengers a year; it haa 
500 cars and 3,000 horses. It used cars of 
American manufacture, and was allowed to 
carry only as many passengers as there were 
seats, with four on the front platform and 
five on the rear. The fare was according to 
the distance—two and one-half cents was 
charged for one and a quarter miles. He 
cited that as an illustration, and said the 
system of different fares was very inconven- 
ient. They paid 5 per cent taxes on 5,000,000 
marks, or $1,000,000: and if the road made 
more, 74¢ per cent was taken. That repre- 
sented the gross receipts. The receipts last 
year were 8,000,000 marks, or about $1,600,- 
000. He said if their roads had the freedom 
enjoyed by those in this country their in- 
come would be much greater. 

The Secretary’s report showed that fifty- 
two sets of rules for the government of’em- 
ployés had been received from various sec- 
tious of the country, from which the best 
selections would be made; also that circular 
letters had been sent to all street and other 
railroads, asking their views on the matter 
of franchises, State and local taxes, etc. 

TRACK CONSTRUCTION. 

The Committee on Track Construction sub- 
mitted its report. The committee are Charles 
Hathaway, of Clevel ; W.C. Turner, of 
North Chicago, and J. J. Franklin, of To- 
ronto, Canada, ‘The report was presented 
by Mr. Hathaway, and read for information. 

It recommended for the rural towns nar- 
row-gage roads of three, three and a half, 
and four feet. ‘That portion referring to 
tracking was more of a suggestion than rec- 
ommendation. The association decided to 
discuss the matter in order to gain the ex- 
perience and views of all, so that they might 
profit thereby. 

In favoring a narrow- road, Mr. 
Wright, of North Carolina, advanced as an 
argument that it required one-third less mo- 
tive power than the standard gage aid, and 
that by placing the wheels nearer together 
the motive power was reduced. He thought 
it was a reform movement, and was especial- 
ly suitable where traffic was light. 

Mr, Hathaway, the author of the report, 
recommended forty-five pound steel-rails for 
the standard e, the tow-path laid with 
eobble-stones, e thought suburban towns 
should adopt the three and a half or four foot 
gage; the cars are lighter and the wear and 
tear would not be so great. 

The question of material for ties was dis- 
cussed, many favoring wood, some iron, and 
others steel. It was thought that as there 
was such small difference between the prices 
of iron and steel that steel was the cheapest, 
as it would last the longest. 

Mr. Joseph Mulvaney regarded it as en- 
tirely practicable to use two animals ona 
-four-foot gage. ‘The use of horses had been 
discarded and that of mules adopted as the 
most endurable. In the clay soil of Kansas 
he found pine ties entirely unsatisfactory. 

Mr. Watson, of Buffalo, said Norway pine 
in clay soil pestee four years and in sand 
from ten to twelve years. 

Mr. Wright thought that timber excluded 
from air would lastindefinitly. ‘Timbers un- 
earthed in Rome were found as well pre- 
served as when put down over 2,000 years ago. 

Mr. William H. Hazzard, of Brooklyn, said 
a cargo of yellow pine cut from a low coun- 
try will not last any time, but that from a 
high, hilly country or from a sandy soil will 
last much longer. Some of those who had 
found durable pine may have found it on a 
hilly soil; and some of those who found per- 
ishable pine had doubtless gotten it from 
swampy countries. He admitted there was 
no difference in the looks of the timber. 

The association then adjourned to make a 
tour ef the West Side roads on invitation of 
Mr. Lake, who had provided several brand- 
new cars, with all the latest improvements 
and adornments. 

The association visited the West Side Car- 
Works in a body. Several members stated 
to a TRIBUNE reporter they were agree- 
ably surprised to find such extensive works 
and such fine facilities.

A CLEVER CAPTURE. 


Arrest of Three Counterfeiters of Sil- 
ver Certificates in Duluth, 
Minnesota. 


The Plates, Press, and Whole Outfit 
Seized by the Secret-Service 
Officers. 


Arrest of a Man Proposing to Do an Extene 
sive Business in Counterteit Money. 


Government Detectives Do a Clever Job 
of Work at Dulath—The Arrests. 

One of the most clever pieces of detective 
work that was ever planned and successfully 
executegl was the capture of a gang of skill- 
ful counterfeiters by Capt. Hail, of the Gov- 
ernment secret-service of this city, who has 
just returned from Minnesota, where he has . 
been engaged for the last three weeksin 
working up an extraordinary complicated 
case. The trip resulted in the capture of the 
three men implicated, and the seizure of the 
entire ** mill.” 

A short time ago Capt. Hall noticed in one 
of the city papers an item that had been 
copied from a paper in Brai@erd, Minn., thas 
a ticket-agent at that place had had a coune 
terfeit $10 silver certificate passed upon him, 
The Gaptain at once telegraphed to the 
agent and the report was corroborated, 
Knowing thatif such a note was in circula 
tion it was anew one, he proceeded at once, 
in company with his son William, to Brain- 
erd. The agent there gave him a very 
meagre description of the man to whom the 
ticket had been sold, but the conductor of 
the train was hunted upand happened to 
know the man. He, however, insisted 
that the party was above reproach. Under’ 
direction of Capt. Hail, the agent wrote to 
the party requesting him to redeem the 
spurious note, but in the reply that was re- 
ceived all knowledge was disclaimed of it, 
and the man was very indignant. that he 
should have been accused of passing coun- 
terfeit money. His name was Frank Wa- 
ters, and he was engaged in a business pe-* 
culiar to the Northwestern States known as 
an explorer or jlocater of lumber lands on 
which preémption is made with large profits 
to speculators. Capt. Hall had him

‘ LEGITIMATE GAMBLING.” 

- In.a recent article lamenting the gambling 
uses to which the trials of the speed of 
horses were being put on the popular race- 
tracks, the Pall Mall Gazette came to the 
conclusion that however great that evil was 
it was after all much less than the gambling 
on stock exchanges and the produce ex- 
changes in capital and food. Its remarks 
are as applicable to the latitude of Chicago 
as to that of London. We have horse-races 
and gambling in connection with them. We 
have exhibitions of manly strength and skill 
on the base-ball field, and in the wrestling 
arena, in which the main object of the con- 
test is notoriously fulfilied in the pool-rooms 
and not in the development of any physic 

attributes. 

We do not like to hear the Chicago Board 
of Trade referred to as a gambling-saloon, 
for its part in the marketing of the products 
of the country is all-important ‘ana entitles 
it to be regarded as one of the most usefui 
pieces of our social machinery, but beyond 
question a great deal is being done to bring 
it into disrepute by the uncommercial con- 
duct of some of its members and the wild 
folly of many of those who.resort to its priv- 
ileges as they would go to a faro-tabie. Per- 
formances like those of Flemming & Mer- 
riam, who swindled thousands of country 
people, were not in any way chargeable to 
the board, for they were not members. They 
operated through brokers who had no means 
of knowing what they were doing, and could 
not have raised any question as to the pro- 
priety of practices in which they had no in- 
terest. 

But the appeal which has just been made 
to the unsophisticated country people 
around Chicago, and to confidential clerks, 
and other young men and boys in the 
city in haste to get rich, to come forward 
and put what money they can get hold of in 
the hands of a firm of regular members of the 
Board of Trade to be used by the latter at 
their discretion in “legitimate” speculation 
is the most serious move which has ever 
been made in this vicinity to degrade the 
Board of Trade and to bring tegitimate 
dealing in grain into disrepute, and to tempt 
weak-minded people to gainblie, first with 
their own money and then with that of 
others. There can be but one opinion among 
decent folks about this kind of “ business.” 
There is but one opinion about it. 

Not a day passes in which reputable 
Board-of-l rade brokers do not refuse what 
are called “discretionary” orders—that is, 
orders to take the money sent them and in- 
‘vest it on the board in speculation according 
to their best judgment. That is a kind of 
business no first-class man will do. He 
Knows that he is certain to make mistakes, 
and that the moment he loses money in- 
trusted to him under such circumstances he 
becomes the subject of the most intulerable 
suspicions, As for soliciting from sirangers 
and the miscellaneous speculators of the 
community commigsions of that sort, and 
pretending that there was a fair chance of 
uniform success or even a better chance of 
success than where individuals operated for 
themselves, that is sqmething far removed 
from the real duties of a respeciable broker. 

If it was to men ot the worid that this in- 
vitation to intrust small sums of money to be 
massed together for purposes of speculation 
were made, no one would need to say a 
warning word. Men of the world can see 
through the humbug of such eager and un- 
usual efforts by those who pretend to have 


to invite the cobperation of other people’s 
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can manage others’ money, why not their 
own? Lf they have this wonderful business 
skill, why are they still under the necessity 
ata somewhat advanced age of hiring ex- 
pensive offices and publishing high-priced ad- 
vertisements disguised as reading matter and 
doing a great deal of other hard work to 
make a living ? 

But it is not to men of the world that this 
bid for patronage is made. It is to the help- 
less classes. Ignorant country people, young 
men.and boys, women in the city who have 
saveu a little money which they dream over 
—these are the clients that are expected to 
respond to the allurements of the plan for 
concentrating a great many little funds into 
one great enough to cope with the giants of 
the Board of Trade. There is no ordinary 
way of reaching these doomed victims of 
their own lust of sudden riches. Such peo- 
ple do not pay any attention to editorials 
warning them of the pitfalls of gambling 
speculation. But the thing ought to be 
stopped. It is a scandalous shame to have 
the functions of the board thus openly di- 
verted from legitimate commercial purposes. 
The board ought to defend itself. The Di- 
rectors should summon the offending mem- 
bers before it and administer a stinging re- 
buke in the name of the grain-dealers of the 
city, with the warning that if such a use of 
their privileges is continued they will be 
forthwith expelled.

HIGH LICENSE AND THE METHODIST 
CONFERENCE. 

A majority of Methodist ministers as- 
senmbied at the late Rock River Conference 
have taken the preposterous position of con- 
demning the high-license policy. Forty of 
those present protested against the solecism, 
and they included the most intellectual and 
influential meu of the church in Chicago and 
contiguous territory; but sixty-six others 
were upable to appreciate the absurdity of a 
condemnation of the wisest temperance 
legislation of the time coming from a body of 
men holding it to be their duty to promote 
the temperance cause, 

The discussion of the high-license question 
arose from a petition signed by certain Chi- 
cago winisters in favor of the Harper bill, 
which fixed the minimum tax for saloon 
licenses in this State at $500 instead of $50. 
A series of resolutions was prepared at first 
condemning the action indirectly by an ex- 
plicit approval of those ministers who re- 
fused to join in the petition. ‘These resolu- 
tions were recommitted, and the result was 
that the following substitute was reported: 


That we are unqualifiedly opposed to licensing 
the liquor-traffic in any form, and that we do 
not recognize any circumstances whatsoever as 
justifyiog us in favoring bigh-license legisia- 
tion: and that we heartily condemn the action 
2. a clergy at the late meeting at Farwell 


The substitute was more objectionable 
than the original resolution, because it was 
more intolerant and irrational, and }¢ led to a 
heated discussion. Finally it was decided 
to omit the clause condemning the Chixago 
clergymen who had declared in favor of a 
high-license tax, but the majority insisted 
upon saying that they ‘do not recognize any 
circumstances whatsoever as justifying them 
in favoring high-license-taxation legisiation.’’ 
This is equivalent to a declaration in favor of 
low license in an issue between high and 
low license. ' 

The real import of this declaration wil! ap- 
pear from a brief restatement of the condi- 
tions of the liquor legisiation in Lilinois. 
Every community in the State has the lawful 
power now to prohibit the sale or giving 
away of liquor within the limits ofits own or- 
ganization, and the State law further protects 
such community by forbidding the county 
authorities to issue a license for a saloon 
within two miles of the corporate limits. 
Aside from reposing in each community the 
absolute control of the liquor-traffic, the State 
law prior to July 1, 1883, did not undertake 
to fix the license charges for cities, towns, 
and villages, but. provided that when 


County Boards issued saloon licenses 
(which they might refuse absolutely 
under the law) they should’ charge 


not less than $50 nor more than $300 for the 
privilege of selling liquor. But the law 
passed by the last Legislature, known as the 
Harper bill, provides that any municipal au- 
thority issuing a saloon license shail require 
the payment of a tax of not less than $500 
for the same. Consequently these Methodist 
clergymen who say they “do not recognize 
any circumstances whatsoever as justifying 
them in favoring high-license legislation ” 
have declared in favor of the system which 
allowed corporate authorities to grant 
licenses without any tax whatever and au- 
thorized County Boards to issue licenses at 
$50. ln other words, they have in effect 
committed themselves to “free whisky” as 
a better public policy than a high minimum 
charge, which taxes out of existence a large 
number of saloons and provides fog the per- 
sonal responsibility of the survivofs engaged 
in the traffic.

JOHN BRIGHT ON TEMPERANCE. 

At the recent opening of a coffee-house in 
Birmingham John Bright made a speech 
which is attracting much attention in En- 
giand, and which bas brought down upon 
his head the maledictions of the temperance 
people, Who correspond to our Prohibition- 
ists. The London correspondent of the Bos- 
ton Advertiser devotes considerable space to 
this speech and its effect, which are of gen- 
eral interest, as the temperance question 
there does not differ materially froni the 
same question here, the nature of the strug- 
gle being license or no license. In this speech 
Mr. Bright proposed to change the licensing 
authority from irresponsibie magistrates to 
the municipal bodies of the country—the 
system which now prevails in Scotland—and 
to make the license fees sufficiently high to 
regulate the business and keep it within 
proper bounds, while the temperance people, 
or prohibitionists, want to do away with 
licenses altogether. The Advertiser’s cor- 
respondent, discussing the respective posi- 
tions, says: , 


The truth is, that they and Mr. Bright ap- 
proach the subject trom two opposit points of 
view. The temperance people beciieve that all 
alicobolic drink is pernicious, and. consequentiy 
that th State bas the right instantiy to stop its 
sale. Mr. Bright, althougb bis general custom 
throughout bis life bas, 1 believe, been total ab- 
stinepce, finds that most of his friends and ac- 
quaintaunces, and that most of those with whom 
he comes in contact, drink some kind of ailco- 
holic liquor, and therefore he sees the difficuity 
of carrying out stringent jevisiauon respecting 
drink in ® country where it is used by most peo- 
ple. There is, in short, no common ground. 


‘The political issue of the struggle is an in- 
teresting one, as it is understood that Mr. 
Bright’s view is the one which prevails in the 
Cabinet, and that when the Liberals come to 
act upon it they will legislate in that direc. 
tion, although it may make a serious divis- 
Sion in the Liberai ranks, as the temperance 


- people did much to place that party in power. 


The Tories are the friends of the liquor pow- 
er, and, curiously enough, the clergy, brew- 
ers,ana distillers have worked politically 
hand-in-hand. As to the prospects ahead, 
this correspondent says: “ The Liberal party 
will be in a position to make some alterations 
in the existing license system, which will be 
in the general direction urged by the temper- 
ance party, but they will not satisfy 
temperance voters, and therefore anoth- 
er split like that of 1874 is not un- 
likely.” From the moral point of 
view the struggie is parallel to that now 
going on in this country. It is prohibition 
on the one hand and high license on the 
other, and Mr. Bright, though a total ab-

It is the 
moral sense of the community that lies back 
of the enforcement of law, and where the 
majority of any people are opposed to pro- 
hibition it will never prohibit. The only re- 
source left is to restrain it and minimize its 
evils, and this is the position taken by Mr. 
Bright against the demands of the temper- 


ance party, which cannot be carried out. 


CHICAGO GOLD CERTIFICATES. 

We print in another column a letter from 
the Secretary of the Treasury to Mr. George 
Sturgis, President of the Northwestern Na- 
tional Bank of this city, in which the former 
sets forth at length his reasons for refusing 
to issue a special or distinctive series of gold 
certificates for Chicago. The bulk of the is- 

sue is now at the New York Sub-Treasury, 
though a portion haye been issued at Wasb- 
ington. The principal reason given by Judge 
Folger for the decision he has reached, as 
already communicated by telegraph from 
Washington, is, that other cities would de- 
mand the same privilege. But the Secretary 
of the Treasury does not even pretend that 
it would be incumbent on the department to 
provide for special issues to other Sub- 
Treasuries because the Chicago Sub-Treas- 
ury had been granted the privilege. The 
matter is entirely within his discretion, 
as he has proved by refusing Chica- 
go’s demand, and if he were to 
recognize the justice of Chicago’s 
claims such recognition would not in- 
volve a surrender to unwarranted claims 
from other cities. Tne New York certili- 
cates serveahe uses of the Eastern cities with 
very little embarrassment, if there be 
any at all; in the same manner a Chicago is- 
sue of gold certificates would serve the West- 
ern cities. Judge Folger’s mistake lies in 
his failure to recognize Chicago as the finan- 
clal centre of the West; he insists that the 
entire country must do its financial clearings 
in New York—a rule which imposes unnec- 
essary cost, trouble, and delay upon the 
financial] institutions of the Western cities. 
His apprehension that gold certificates would 
not remain at par throughout the country if 
made redeemable at more thap one point 
seems to be entirely without basis. As a 
matter of fact, the effect would be that certif- 
icates would gravitate to the proper centres 
by the admirable system of exchanges be- 
tween the banks of the country, aud there 
would be an important saving in the cost of 
transporting the gold back ward ana forward; 
in this manner they would serve the 
purpose for which they were  intend- 
ed much ~obetter than they do when 
they seek one particular centre far removed 
from the other financial centres of the coun- 
try. ‘There is not much importance to be at- 
tached to the Secretary’s suggestion of addi- 
tional expense to the Government of print- 
ing a separate issue and additional labor in 
the department to keep account thereof. The 
cost of pr'nting and labor would fall far 
short of the cost of transporting the gold and 
the delay in securing it. The certificates 
were devised for the convenience of the 
financial institutions and the exchanges of 
the country, and they fail in this respect 
when they centre at New York alone. The

GOULD AND VILLARD. 

Private and press dispatciies have been 
rife the last few days with the intimations of 
a“ make-up” between Gould and Villard. 
It was said that Gould, who had been the 
inspiring genius of the fearful attack on the 
Villard securities, had gained his point and 
obtained recognition from Villard, which 
carried with it recognition of the Gould in- 
terest in the Directory of the Northern Pa- 
cific. From the same sources, which were 
evidently of Gould origin, it was given out 
to the street that Gould had joined hanas 
with Villard for a bull movement in the 
latter’s securities, and that these would soon 
be whirled upwards by their combined ef- 
forts. 

All this was bad news to those who wanted 
to believe that an bonest man could syrvive 
jin the stock market and the American rail- 

road world. They had come to believe that 
all that Gould was in the way of rascality and 
trust-wrecking Villard was not. It would 
have been the severest possible kind of a 
shock to them and to the community gener- 
ally if the reported coalition between these 
financial spirits of lignt and darkness had 


dence whatever that the stories of an alli- 
ance are anything but one of the character- 
istic . inventions the Mephistopheles of 
Wall street to magnify his power. The re- 
election of Mr. Villard and his boa: d and the 
absence of any recognition of the Gould ele- 
ment are pretty conclusive on this point, 

This is not the first time there has been 
talk of a coalition between Gould and Vil- 
lard. When Mr. Villard was Receiver of 
the Kansas Pacific Mr. Gould thought it 
would be a goud thing to form a coalition 
with him. Gould as the wanipulator of the 
Union Pacific had hustile designs on the in- 
terests of Villard’s wards, the owners of the 
Kansas Pacific, and thought the easiest way 
to carry them out would be to have Villard 
join with him and betray his trust. But Mr, 
Gould tound be haa run across a man who 
was not in the habit of making that kind of 
coalinon. He was resisted privately and in 
the courts, and his sinister plans against the 
‘Kansas Pacitic defeated. 

The attack on Mr. Villard in the stock 
markets has been on the whole the most 
formidable thing of its kind that has ever 
been done in Wall street, where similar plots 
of more or less magnitude are constantly 
being contrived and executed. This cam- 
paign was sprung in the absence of the in- 
tendea victim and was beyond a doubt de 
signed to crush him completely. Its pro- 
portions showed that it was the work of a 
combination, not of a single man. The as- 
sault was magnificent for its power and 
malice. Many millioas of money made up the 
fighting battalions. The lossin dollars and 
cents was prodigious. But the assailants 
have not been successful, They have not 
crippled theirenemy, They have not even 
forced him from his place. Mr. Villard, it 
now turns out, foresaw the tactics of his 
foe, and placed himself before he left New 
York in an impregnable position. 

The motives of this carefuily planned but 
on the whole unsuccessful campaign against 
“Mr. Villard are, like its persons, various. 
Gould is a man who, it is well known, never 
allows any one who foils his schemes to go 
unpunished, no matter how long the trap 
has to be kept open. Besides the Kansas 
Pacific grudge, he has a stock-market griev- 
ance.

‘They have no 
use for such a man, for they cannot use him. 
They want some one whom they can take into 
their syndicates, some one who has not too 
piee notions of the duties which a trustee 
owes to his trust, and who does not have ab- 
surd scruples about taking advantage of his 
stockholders. 

The first use we hope to see Mr. Villard 
make of his power as soon as the trouble- 
some questions of the funding of the float- 
ing debt and the completion of the tunnels 
are out of the way is to break loose from the 
Pacific-Coast pool, which he never ought to 
have gone into. The trade of California isa 
great prize, of which he should get a share 
for his road. He can haul freight cheaper 
than the other roads, and the extra time con- 
suined by the water-hau!l from Portland to 
San Francisco is a matter of no consequence 
whatever on most of the traffic between the 
Kast and the West.

Castile Garden reports an in- 
creasing number of arrivals for the New 
Jerusalem. ln thiscountry, especially in the 
South, the progress of the Mormons is con- 
siderable. Our Washington dispatches re- 
cently told of a Mormon missionary who had 
“converted” seventy-six persons, almost all 
of them girls between the ages of 15 and 25, 
The annual conference of the Mormons is 
now being held at Salt Lake City. In his re- 
port on the condition of the church, Apostie 
Cannon states that tre number of new mem- 
bers for the year has been 23,040. Consider- 
ing that the total membership claimed in 
Utah is only 128,000, this is a rate of growth 
that probably none of the evangelical de- 
nomInations could boast of. Theconference 
appointed sixty-three missionaries to go to 
Europe, and eighteen to push forward the 
work of proselytizing the poor whites of the 
South, 

The religious beliefs of the Mormons are 
as sacred as those of any other people. But, 


really come true. So far there is no evi- | 


viewed as a practical fact, Mormonism is not 
a religion. There is a religion in it, but 
there is a good deal more, too. There are 
claims to “temporal sovereignty” more than 
equal to those ofold Rome in its most arro- 
gant days, when Kings and peoples had to 
lay aside their dearest domestic rights to do 
as they were bid by an alien priesthood. 
There is in Mormonism the assertion of a 
privileged body—privileged because In per- 


sonal converse with God—that it has the 


right to direct the physical, social, and po- 
litical conduct of its followers. The “ cler- 
ical” spirit which France is now suppress- 
ing is but a feeble thing beside the fresn and 
vigorous clericalism of Utah and the ad- 
joining Territories. You cannotargue with 
men who claim that their preaching and @heir 
minutest advice to their people are inspired 
by God. But you can and must tell them 
that human experiénce has proved it to be 
necessary for the operation of the machinery 
of human society that, whatever might be the 
personal relations existing in fact or imag- 
ination between any of the citizens and the 
Creator of the universe, it is necessary that 
all shall for worldly purposes submit to the 
worldly authorities, 

Now a study of the doctrines of the Mor- 
mons shows that the principal difference be- 
tween them and other Christians is, that they 
claim that they are not so much citizens of 
the United States as citizens of the Kingdom 
of God. Their doctrines, considered apart 
from the assertion that they are on conversa- 
tional terms with the Divinity and that they 
derive thence a guidance for their conduct, 
which is of course of a higher authority 
than anything that Congress or the police 
may say, are about such as the average 
Christian would easilv assent to. They be- 
lieve in God, the divinity of Christ, the pun- 
ishment of sins, the life everlasting, and so 
forth. Their point of divergence is, that 
they insist that in consequence of their pe- 
culiar relations with God they are the only 
people who are always right, and that the 
revelations of their priests are the only laws 
really binding on their consciences, tho 
for pulitic reasons they are permitted to bow 
to human authority when it gets them into a 
tight place. 

The facts about polygamy are a good il- 
lustration of the practical working of this 
system. The laws of the United States say 
that polygamy is not to be indulged in. 
Their priests say that God has reveaied to 
them that polygamy is one of His most im- 
portant ordinances. Hence the Mormons 
obey God and disobey the United States. 
The priests tell them that it is God’s will 
that no Mormon in Utah should trade with 
a Gentile storekeeper, and on this is 
built up a great mercantile monopoly con- 
trary to the whole spirit of Awmerican 
economy. ‘The same priests say that God 
does not wish any Gentile elected to any 
position in the political Government of the 
Territory, and these instructions are as faith- 
fully followed out as the others. 

Human society cannot exist on such terms. 
Our account by telegrapb of the proceedings 
of the annual conference at Salt Lake says 
that all the Apostles who spoke to the peo- 
pie imp n their hearers the necessity

The laws of the 
country for twenty years have forbidden 
polygamy, but the Mormons have gone on 
preaching it and practicing it. In those 
twenty years there have been only three con- 


-yietions for this crime. The authority of 


the Government and the interests of society 
are certain to be as completely disregarded 
in the future as in the past. 

The Eamunds pian of putting an end to 
polygamy by disfranchising those who are 
guilty of it has not proved a success, and Is 
doomed to further failure. The evidence of 
polygamy is in the hands of those to be pun- 
ished, and they will not furnish it against 
themselves. Gentiles cannot penetrate into 
the recesses of Mormon homes to find out 
what are the real relations existing between 
those who say that they are living together 
as brothers and sisters. The church 
solemnizes all marriages.in secret, and gives 
no certificates and furnishes no record of 
any kind. More vigorous measures must be 
adopted to give Utah, New Mexico, 
Wyoming, Idaho, Arizona, and Colorado the 
same rights to free trade, free voting, free 
religion, and a free marriage as they have in 
other parts of the country. “Me 

The disfranchisement of the entire popula- 
tion in Utah where the authority of the 
United States is thus defied and subverted 
by the priesthood is recommended by Gov. 
Murray and is favored by the leading Gen- 
tiles. That would sweep away all the polit- 
ical power of the priesthood. The Territory 
could then be run by the Federal Govern- 
ment as the District of Columbia is man- 
aged, where the abolition of the suffrage has 
been followed by the happiest results. When 
this had been done, other steps could be 
taken to break up the coinmercial and in- 
dustrial monopoly which the priests are try- 
ing to build up and to keep them within their 
legitimate function of directing the doc- 
trinal life of their people. In that they 
could indulge to their heart’s content in any 
vagaries or eccentricities that seemed good 
to them. This Mormon question must be 
met. The sooner itis settled the easier the 
treatment will be. 


Ir is two years since, during the celebrated

PLUNGER WALTON 80 excited the London 
sporting world over the Cesarewitch race 
this year that it has attracted nearly as much 
attention as the Derby. The Englishmen did 
not believe Walton’s mare Girofle could win, 
but the more they bet the more he seemed to 
be willing to risk. According to genéral re- 
ports Walton “stood to win’ $500,000 had 
his mare come in first yesterday. So heavy

& most successful student, who fought through 
the great Edinburg fight—and £20,000 to start a 
native hospital for women; while in Madras four 
ladies have been admitted to practice by the 
local medical ogg Une of these is that re- 
markabie woman, Mrs. Scnarlieb, who canie to 
ae to perfect her medical education, 
and distanced all competitors at the Lon- 
don University. Lastly, Mr. Rivers Thomp- 
son, Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, in a 
mioute full of clear sense and sympat 
for native suffering bas overridden the op pos 
tion of the Council of the medical coliege, and 
ordered the admission ot female students, if 
qualified by general education. The number of 
entrances is certain to be large, and in a few 
years each of the Three Presidencies will bave 
a staff of female doctors tborougnbly familiar 
with the language and inured to the climate.

Piano Recital at Weber Hall, | 
Pupils’ recitals.are, as a ruie, genuine bores 
tor apy one but the proud parents and friends 
of the young ladies and gentiemen who are 
trotted out by their teachers and do their les- 
in a mechanical manner; but the recital 
given by some of Mr. W. 8. B. Matthews’ pupils 
last evening in Weber Hall did not belong to 
that class. It was a thoroughly enjoyable mu- 
sical soirée, and the work of the several! per- 
formers was worthy of the thoughtful consid- 
eration of professional musicians. They were 
very advanced pupils indeed, who played in the 
soirée pupils who didjnot wrestie any more with

OUTRAGEOUS INDECENCY? 


Lonvown, Oct. 9.—|Special Cable Dispatch 
to The Chicago Tribune.]|—At the Gaiety 
Theatre was produced last night Burnand’s 
travesty of “ The Tempest.’? He calls it 
“Ariel.” It was a brilliant suecess for Miss 
Farren and Miss Connie Gilchrist, who is 
still the delight of dudedom. Al) the mash- 
ers were in attendance. The ladies in the 
audience dressed themselves quite as lightly 
as the ladies on the stage. The spectators 
reveled in visions like those of Faust 
in his enchanted dream. The  bur- 
lesque was well puffed in advance, 
The author wrote letters to the papers de- 
fending his right to caricature Shakspeare, 
Mr. John Hollingshead, the shrewdest, bold- 


| est, and least squeamish manager in Lon- 


don, made infinit promise of shapely figures. 
Nothing more indecent was ever seen, even 
at this theatre. The house shook with ap- 
plause when Nellie Farren appeared as Ariel 
with three electric stars in her hair, and 


again when she floated in the air 
amid a halo of electricity, shedding 
a magic hue upon her golden wings. 


Connie Gilchrist was Miranda. Theatrical 
scandal gives her not too gaod a reputation, 
and some cowardly fellows in the pit caught 
up all the allusions in the dialog which could 
be twisted to her discredit. “ Modest,” ex- 
claims Ariel, seeing Miranda paying court to 
Ferdinand, “why, she could teach me a 
dozen tricks.” On this the hubbub began, 
tne pit growing frantic with delight and the 
mashers feebly protesting. Miss Gilchrist 
was unmoved. She is a comely and vivacious 
young person, singing and dancing much bet- 
ter than most actresses of burlesque. 

Mr. William Elton, late of Wallack’s, who 
has returned to the scene of his early suc- 
cesses, performs the part of Caliban, and his 
skill in pantomime and dancing has not been 
spoiled by his American experiment. Inthe 
comedy his unconth costume as a 
slouching, overgrown boy with a 
shock of red hair presented a queer 
contrast _to the trim garb of the 
Gaiety chorus, attired first as Prospero’s 
winged fairies, then as sailors on Alonzo’s 
vessel, and always displaying an opulence of 
personal charms, which in Americads gen- 
erally left to the imagination. Mr. Burnand 
was twice called before the turtain. A few 
maicontents seemed to think that the editor 
of Punch ought to have better employed his 
talents, but the vast majority cheered when 
his genial face was seen, and the piece will 
run as long as its predecessors.

GEN. CAMPENON, 
THE NEW FRENCH MINISTER OF WAR. 

Paris, Oct. 9.—Gen. Campenon, recently 
commander of the Fifth, Division of the 
Third Army Corps, succeeds Gen. Thibaudin 
as Minister of War. 

[When the inglorious Falliéres Cabinet was on 
its last legs the 30th of January, 1883, it was offi- 
ciaily announced that Campenon had accepted 
the War Office, but succeeding events falsified 
the statement. The retirement of the rich, 
royal, and aristocratic Orleanist officers (be 
a duty very likely to be followed with bitter re. 
prisais on the Minister who undertook it) was a 
job rather hard to let out, and only Thidaudin, 
who was generally detested for surrendering at 
Metz with Bazaine, was found willing to accept 
the task. Thibaudin bas now served the pur- 
pose for which be was needed by the anti-Or- 
leanists. Gen. Campenon is believed to be a 
stancb Republican. Wbea Napoleon III. stran- 
gied the Republic, Campenon was arrested and 
exiled, he then being a staff officer. He betook 
bimseif to Tunis and devoted bis attention to 
the reorganizadon of the Bey’s little army. But 
be svon returned to France, rejoined the army, 


and served in Algeria, in Italy, and .n China, in

REFORM IN ENGLAND. 
JOHN. MORLEY’S SPEECH AT NEWCASTLE-ON- 
TYNE. 

Since Mr. John Morley quitted the journal]- 
istic fiela he has been gfe of the most active 
of Engiand’s public men, and is rapidly com- 
ing to the front as the leader of the new re- 
form agitation. His speech at Newcastle-on- 
Tyne the 22d ult. was the keynote of the 
coming campaign, and embodies the program 
of the party with waich he is identified. 

Fully 50,000 people gathered to hear him. 
| It was found necessary to build half a dozen 
platforms so that the several orators who ac- 
companied him might have a chance to 
speak, and the entire audience have an op- 
portunity to receive political instrucnon, 
The meeting was composed largely of the 
miners of North Durham and of Northum- 
berland, and the shipwrights, engineers, and 
mechanics employed in the estabiishments 
along the banks of the Tyne and Wear. 

The resolutions were brief and practical. 
They were proposed and seconded by me-

one of the prominent members of Parliament 
present. Mr. Morley supported the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

That this meeting, believing that the assimi- 
ladon of the borough and county franchise is 
imperatively catied for in the interests of those 
who are now unjustiy deprived of their political 
| rigbts, and would, if granted, contribute power- 

fully to the progress and prosperity of the 
country as a whole, urgesupon Mr. Gladstone's 
Government the oecessi' vy of accomplishing this 
much-needed measure of justice and reform in 
the ensuing session of Parliament. 

The meeting sensibly confined itself to this 
solitary request to ** Mr. Gladstone’s Govern- 
ment.” All the other measures they hope 
for were kept in the background. They de- 
clare they would be content for the present 
with the assimilation of the county with the 
borough franchise. Mr. Morley’s 
supporting the resolution was brief. Lle felt 
that the question had passed outside the pale 
of argiment. The justice of the demand, or 
request, nade on “* 
ment’ was conceded, ‘Solid, vigorous, and 
energetic demonstrations” like that assem- 
bled before hint would be more unanswera- 
ble arguments with those who would be dis- 
posed to withhold a vote from the miners, 
laborers, and mechanics of the country than 
“the most ingenious logic or golden-tongued 
oratory.” 

The necessity for the measure is recognized. 
It is only a question of political and party ex- 
pediency whether it shall be introduced next 
session. Mr. Morley said thatit would, and 
Mr. Gladstone, in a letter toa Welsh elector 
a few days after, confirmed the statement. 
Some have argued that a bill extending the 
fganchise should accompany a measure 
redistricting Great Britaig for Parliamentary 

urposes on the basis of poquladen, but Mr. 

orley telt that it would best to deal with 
the franchise by itself, and leave the question 
of redistricting to be dealt with after they 
bad got about a million and a quarter more 
voters to appeal to “on the erying questions 
connected with redistribution.” 

It has been held by some that the exten- 
sion of the franchise in the country districts 
would not greatly affect representation. 
Some figures given by Mr. Morley show how 
fallacious this is: 

In North Durham it was estimated that the 
equalization of the franchise would bring the 
register, which was now 13,000, upto not less 
than 40,000, and some caiculations brought it to 
as much as 50.000. In South Vurbam, the pres- 
ent electors were, in round numbers, 11,50). 
They would be increased . to 36,000. exciusive of 
the boroughs, of course. InSouth Nortbumber- 
land the present register was 9,00 more or less. 
After the change it would be more than double. 
That was to say, that in these tbree 
alone about 60.000 men were excluded from the 
franchise, though their qualitication for it in 
respect of intelligente. wortb, and industry were 
absolutety and undeniably the same as those of 
the 30.000 men who already possessed votes. 

The proposition for redistricting could be 
supported by much stronger arguments: 

He could sbow bis hearers tbree English 
counties which did not number 6,000 electors 
now, and yet they returned tbirty-three mem- 
bers of Pariiament. In otber words, 6,000 men 
were thoughtt of so much consequence if they 
lived in some parts of tne country that they 
actually returned 5 per cent of the whole House 
of Commons, while other 60,000 there, exactly as 
well fitted in every respect, did not return even 
the very small fraction of 1 r cent, for they 
bad no power to retura anybody at all. 

The question of the rejection of the Fran- 
chise bill by the House of Lords was re- 
ferred to by the Speaker, and he mapped out 
the course which in his judgment should be 
taken. ‘The measure should be introduced 
early in the session and pushed through the 
Commons with all possible dispatch. If re- 
jected by the House of Lords Parliament 
should be prurogued—not dissolved. An 
autumn session should then be called aud 
the measure reintroduced. If the House of 
Lords rejected the measure a second time 
the peovie would *~* whether they or the 
Lords should rule. He thogght, however, 
that *“*the august legislators wou'd think 
twice when they saw the Government in 
earnest and the people aroused before throw- 

out the bill a second time.” 

t is possible that Mr. Morley is in the con- 
fidence of the Government, and that his will 
be the plan adopted. ‘There are indications 
that the Tories think so,-and that they will 
surrender at discretion. The Stundard, the 
‘Tory organ, commenting on the demonstra- 
tion, says:

Lord Jersey, speaking at a 
place called Bicester the 26th ult., with 
that native politeness which distincuishes 
the biue-blooded aristocrats of the British 
House of Peers, referred to Mr. Morley’s 
Newcastle speech as ** the braying of an ass,” 
and intimated his belief that there would be 
*‘an appeal to the country before long.” He 
believed Conservative parity would be 
able to face it with courage and contidence.’’ 

The Lord Jerseys need to be convinced 
that the people demand the reform. For 
that reason the agitation inaugurated by Mr. 
Morley will be kept up. A meeting will be 
held at Leeds towards the end of this month, 
at which Mr. John Bright will presidé and a 
more definit program be settled on.

Deer and bear are said to be 
numerous lakes and Jarge ponds, if not re- 
lete with fish, could no doubt be made so, 
f some Wisconsin Fairbank should give 
them the benefit of his skill in piseatory 
science. 

‘Talking on the train with an intelligent 
lumberman and mill-owner, whose mills are 
loeated on the north side of St. Louis Bay, I 
inquired how he managed to raft logs 
threugh the tortuous, often narrow, and 
rugged rapids and cascades of the St. Louis 
River. He replied that he did not do it, but 
towed his logs from the south shore of the 
lake. He informed me, however, that he 
had explored and his company had pur- 
chased large bodies of pine lands in the Rainy 
River and Lake-of-the-Woods region, which, 
he said, were covered with splendid pine 
forests that must before long be of great 
value. Of course, these trees will be éun- 
verted into lumber in the region where they 
grow, a market for which will be found in 
the immense prairie couutry west. . 

But | promised to say something about 
what has been done by the people and rail- 
roads to found a city at this most wester! 
point of the chain of great lakes. The tai 
ure of the Government attempt to maintain 
an outside harbor at Duluth led to the con- 
struction of an artificial canal, or cut, 
through Minnesota Paint, some 500 or 600 
yards from its base, through which vessels 
of moderate draft can pass from the lake to 
the docks and elevators constructed in the 
shoal waters of the north end of Superior 
Bay, but now, by the free use of the pile- 
driver and the dredge, converted into exten- 
sive docks and navigable channels. A hand- 
some Opera-house is now nearly completed 
opposit the very comfortable St. Louis Hotel 
on Superior street, which street is alsu fur- 
ther adorned bya number of substantial 
blocks ot stores or warehouses, and has about 
one mile and a quarter of street railroad, 
with four turnouts, upon which one-horse 
bobtail cars capable of seating twelve persons, 
passing to and fro, give it quite acity air. 

Several respectable church buildings and a 
number of quite handsome private residences 
adorn the terraced mountain side. Water is 
pumped from the lake into a reservoir suffi- 
ciently elevated to supply ail the present 
improved streets, but, owing perhaps to the 
penetrating effects of winter frosts, the sup- 
ply pipes are sunk some seven or eight feet 
below the surface of the streets, and this, 
when cut into solid granit, as frequently oc- 
curs, is no small undertaking for an infant.

Three small passenger steamers ply at

The completion of the main line of the 
Nortuerh Pacific Railroad to Superior City 
seems to have aroused it fromits Rip Van 
Winkle sleep of twenty years, and signs of 
renewed life begin to make their appear- 
ance. The Northern Pacific has built 
some four or five miles of track upon piles 
on the margin of the bayin front of the 
city, which will give it access to the numer- 
ous docks which must some day line 
this splendid harbor; but now it 
specially needs oneor two grain elevators with 
large storage capacity and a good three- 
doliar-per-day hotel with capacity for 
seventy-tive guests, which would be well 
patronized. The Northern Pacific Railroad 
Company is securing ample land for an ex- 
tensive business at this point, and is pushing 
its track through te Ashland on the Chaqua- 
megon Bay, sixty miles east, where it is 
claimed that the Apostle Islands protect the 
bay from floating ire in May and thus secure 
an earlier opening for navigation than at the 
west end of the lake. This may or may not 
be true, but there is no question that Ashland 
will become an important lake port, there 
being very large and valuable mineral de- 
posits in its vicinity. All these points will 
soon have direct railroad communication

THE PACIFIC COAST. 


A Great River in Alaska, Unknown 
to Geographers, Discovered by 
Lieut. Stoney. 


The Stream Said to Be Twenty Miles 
Wide in Places and of Im- 
mense Length. 


Talk of a World’s Fair in San Francisco 
in 1887—Money Returned from 
Ireland. 


Say Francisco, Cal., Oct. 9.—Lieut. Sto- 
ney, who went up on tne last trip of the rev- 
enue steamer Corwin, tor the purpose of dis- 
tributing among tne Tehuckchee Indians in 
Alaska the $5,000 worth of presents given 
them by the Government in reeognition of 
the shelter and food afforded the officers and 
crew of the steamer Rddgers, burned in 1881, 
reports the discovery of an immense 
river heretofore unknown to geogra- 
phers. The river had been vaguely 
spoken of by Indians to former ex- 
vbiorers, and Stoney being compelled 


mined to see it there was anything in it. 
Accompanied by one attendant and an in- 
lerpreter he proceeded inland from Hotham 
Inlet in a southeasterly direction until he 
struck what he believed to be the mysterious 
river. He traced it toits mouth, a distance 
of about fifteen miles, where he saw such 
immense pieces of floating timber as to satis- 
fy him that the stream must be of immense 
size. He retraced his steps a distance 
of fifty miles, where he eneountered natives 
from whom he learned that to reach the 
headwaters of the unknown stream would 
take several months. The Indians told him 
they came down it a distance of 1,500 miles 
to meet a fur trader, and that the river went 
up higher tnan that. Having notime to go 
further, Stoney returned. 7 

itis Lieut. Stoney’s opinion that the dis- 
covery of this river accounts for the large 
amount of floating timiter in the Arctic 
popularly supposed to come down the Yu- 
kon. The Indians stated thatthe river at 
some pgaces is twenty miles wide. It is 
within the Arctie circle, but in August, 
when Stoney was there, he found flowers 
and vegetation not hitherto discovered in so 
high latitudes. He has forwarded his report 
to the Secretary of the Navy, and hopes to 
be permitted to come back to continue his 
explorations.

Tron and Steel Workers? Wages. 

Pitrsspure, Pa, Oct. 9.—[Special.|—To 
settle the question of wages of iron and steel 
workers for the ensuing year a delegation 
of prominent steel-workers, members of the 
Amalgamated Association and engaged at 
the Edgar Thomson Steel-Works, Braddock, 
were sent to make a tour of the head estab- 
lishments in the East. It is said that the ex- 
penses of the trip were bourn by the com- 
pany, as the management desire the men to 
be thoroughly informed on this important 
question, affecting the entire community. 
The committee returned home today, and 
their report is anxoiusly looked for. The rail- 
manufacturers hope the observations taken by 
the committee will induce the men to concur 
in the movement for the reduction of wages, 
and thus escape trouble. Manufacturers 
contend that wages must be reduced or the 
milis be closed. 

From investigations made among the blast- 
furnaces itis learned that the stock of pig- 
iron on hand is smaller than for several 
years past.

Some few have not more 
than a week’s supply ahead. The nine fur- 
naces now in biast in this neighborhood pro- 
duce daily about 800 tons of pig-irun, which 
is about half the quantity consumed in the 
‘qills at.the present rate of running. 


The Pittsburg Glassblowers’ Strike. 

Pitrssure, Pa, Oct. 9.—[Special.]—The 
prospect for the resumption of business in 
the lass-factories is as remote as ever. Re- 
ferring to the strike a bottleblower said this 
evening: “It has often been stated that we 
have not been offered a reduction recently. 
The fact is the employers want us to accept 
a reduction of 20 per cent from last year’s 
rate of wages. We decline to accept the 
reduction because we think that there is no 
good reason why it should be offered. The 
tariff changes left the bottle-manufacturers 
better protected than they were under the 
former rates. At least, no one can truthfully.

AN ANNIHILATOR OF LIFE. 


A Machine Which Kil's a Man With- 
out Noise or Pain—Why Its 
Inventor Was Refused. 
a Patent. 


New HAVEN, Conn., Oet. 7.—[New York 
Times.|—A well-known Bridgeport Pro- 
fessor, who refuses to give his name, makes 
public the facts concerning an engine which 
he calls the instant and noiseless annibi- 
lator of human life, which can be operated 
without detection, and which the United 
States Government bas just refused to patent 
for him, because of its dangerous character, | 
and from fear that it will be used for vefari- 
ous purposes. A reporter of the Times vis- 
ited this man today, and was shown the ma- 
chine. “ The principal objection to it,” said 
the inventor, “on the part of the United

TION—THE NAME OF THE DIOCESE OF IL-

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 9.—The Thirty- 
third General Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the United States reas- 
sembled this morning. 

The Committee on Dioceses recommended 
that consent be given to the memorial of the 
deputies of the Diocese of North Carolina 
asking the creation of a new diocese in that 
State. The report was adopted. 

‘The Committee on Canons reported favor- 
ably on changing the name of the Diocese of 
Lilingis to Chicago. Adopted. 

Rev. Arthur Stilson, of Iowa, was 
appointed Fourth Assistant Secretary. 

The report of the Committee on Canons 


was recom mitted. 
THE PRAYER-BOOK. 

The Committee on Prayer-Book recom- 
mended that the proposed amendment to ar- 
ticle eight of the constitution be not submit- 
ted to the convention. 

The report of the conferente on the rela- 
tion of the church to the colored people of 
the South at Sewanee, Tenn., July 25 to 28, 
contains a draft of the canon, providing that 
in any diocese containing a large number of 

rsons of color it shall be lawful for the

NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF FREE-WILL 
BAPTISTS AT MINNEAPOLIS, MINN. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 9.—At the fifth 
day’s session of the Free-Will Baptist Gen- 
eral Conference the report of the Committee 
on Temperance was taken up. ‘The report 
set forth, that as the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors were increasing, it was 
the duty of the conference to further the in- 
terest of prohibition; that they heartily in- 
dorse the action taken by President Hayes, 
and see with growing alarm the use of in- 
toxicants by President Arthur; that the use 


of tobacco and opium in any form should be . 


prohibited, and recommend that any min- 
ister who indulges in it be refused vurdina- 
tion: that the physiological influences of in- 
toxicants, tobacco, and opium be taught in 
schools and colleges. 

A motion was made to strike out the name 
of President Arthur, but after much deba 
it was lost and the report accepted. 

The Committee on Foreign Missions made 
a report toyefiing upon the work of mission- 
aries, child-management in India, and the 
treatment of. widows, and recommending 
that four women be elected to the Foreign 
Mission Board. ‘The report was adopted. 

The Rev. Boyd moved that a committee of 
three be appointed to petition Congress to 
investigate the temperance question. After 
a great deal of discussion the matter was re- 
ferred to the Gowmittee on ‘Temperance. 

The Committee on Ministry presented 
their report, and the greater part of ‘the ses- 
sion was consumed in discussion of the sub- 
ject. The report was adopted. 

The vote on the adoption of the report of 
the Home Mission Society Committee was 
reconsidered, and the report recomiitted. 

The Committee on Church Denowination 
presented a report.

Last Day of the Celebration at Philadel- 
phia—Speeches, Music, Songs, Dan- 
cing, Etc. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 9.—|Special.]— 
‘Ten thousand people struggled up the muddy 
way to Schuetzen Park and closed the bicen- 
tennial celebration by dancing, listening to 
music and speeches, and promenading among 
the trees in the glorious October air. The 
program had been so arranged that perform- 
ances and songs by the various singing so- 
cieties would provide attractions in all por- 
tions of the ground before and after the 
speech-making, but the late arrival of the 
principal delegations from the city necessi- 
tated a change. All the speeches were brief 
and to the point. Dr. F. H. Gross, who 
presided, accepted the position without any 
waste of words, and Herr Ratterman, of 
Cincinnati, who made the first address in 
German, carefully cut historical illusions 
short and came quickly to the subject of the 
German influence, as seen today. The love 
of liberty and of harmless enjoyment, he 
said, were two virtues which Germans had 
imprinted partially on the American charac- 
ter. Prohibition movements in Ohio and 
lowa showed they were not yet fully in- 
grained, and that more German influence 
was necessary. He-had full confidence that 
it would be torthcoming and accomplish its 
full results.

State Committee, made the last address. The 
Germans, he thought, deserved more of the 
praise for developing the principles upon 
which the Republic rests. The Puritans, he 
said, because of their seif-assertion, re- 
ceived undue praise in that respect, but they 
had never possessed the influence of the 
quiet, thrifty Germans. They came here 
with toleration and did not insist on every 
other man taking the religion they pre- 
scribed for him. 

Atter the meeting dane was resumed in 
tne pavilion, and bands and singing societies 
kept up aceaseless round of songs and in- 
strumental music. Old and young joined in 
with equal pieasure, and when the electric 
lights and Chinese lanters made shadows 
through the trees, every one seemed in the 
midst of thorough enjoyment. It was after

PERIL OF TRAVEL. 


Two Passengers Lose Their Lives and 
Others Are Seriously Injured 
on the Canada Pacific— 
Previous Disasters. 


Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 9.—[Special.]—A se- 
rious railway accident occurred on the line 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway yesterday 
afternoon about 150 miles northwest of this 
city. The rumor first came that two car- 
loads of raftsmen had been burned to @ cin- 
der, but inquiries show that the accident is 
not of such a frightful character. From 
what can be gleaned from passengers who 
bave returned from within a short distance 
of Deux Rivieres it appears that through the 
breaking of an axle three passenger-cars 0 
the Mattawa mixed train were thrown from 
the track and set on fire. A large number of 
passengers were on board at the time, and 
many had narrow escapes from death. 

So far as known two passengers received 
injuries, from which they have since died 
and twelve others were wounded. One first- 
class and two second-class passenger-coaches 
were destroyed by fire, and several freight- 
cars badly damaged.

FRIDAY’S COLLISION AT PHILADELPHIA. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 9.—|Special.]— 
The Coroner’s jury inthe inquest into the 
circumstances of the collision at Susque- 
hanna avenue and American street Friday 
last, by which four persons were killed, were 
three hours this afternoon in making up 
their minds on a verdict, but met their duty 
bravely. When they reappeared they cen- 
sured the Union Passenger Railway Com- 
pany, whose car was demolished, for having 
only one person on the car to pertorm the 
double duties of driver and conductor, and 
the Keading Railroad for running trains on 
a schedule of over six miles an hour within 
the city limits. They held Crank 
bird, the engineer of the train, criminally 
censurable for going at a too high rate of 
speed, and Peter Schultz, driver of the de- 
wolished car, criminglly censurable for neg” 
ligence.

It is thought that the acci- 
dent was contributed to by too many per- 
sons for the blame to rest on any one or even 
two of them.

Ultimatum of the Chicago Lines 
on California Through 
Business. 


The East-Bound Roads Will Not 
Carry Bulk Freight Except 
in Carloads. 


Protests to Be Filed Against Com- 
missioner Fink’s Award of 
| Percentages. 


The Chicago Boads’? Uttimatum Be- 
garding Calliornia Through Rates 
and Divisions, 

‘The General Passenger and Ticket Agents 
of the roads running West and northwest 
from Chicago and St. Louis held a meeting 
yesterday at the office of the Chicago Rail- 
road association, 148 Monroe street, for the 
purpose of taking some action regarding 
rates and divisions on Pacific Coast through 
business. After a lengthy discussion the 
following was adopted: 

Resolved That California rates shall be 
apportioned on the agreed method of mak- 
ing divisions now in force in apporuon- 
ing through rates—vis.: When rates 
are ‘based on locals each line in in- 
terest shall receive its local; when 
rates are less than the sum of the locals, a 
pro-rate per mile, based on short-line mile- 
ages, shall prevail. No line east of the Mis- 
souri River or St. Paul, however, shail re- 
ceive in any case more than its local, nor 
shall any such line accepta less rate per 
mile on its short haul than it is entitled to re- 
ceive on its long haul. 

It was also resolved that the above resolu- 
tion shall be the ultimatum of the roads east 
of the Missouri River, and that no other con- 
cession shall be made to the Pacific roads. 

The meeting adjourned to meet again with 
the Pacific coast lines at Kansas City Oct. 16, 
when the above action will be submitted for 


ratification. 

The EKast-Bound Roads ffrom This Ci 
Getting Ready to File Their Protests 
Against Fink’s New Award of Per- 
centages. 

The excitement caused in Eastern railroad 
circles here by the announcementof the 
dead freight and live-stock percentages for 
the east-bound pools from this city by Com- 
missioner Fink still continues, and there is 
no probability that they will be accepted 
without a contest. The opposition to the 
new award has as yet taken no definit shape, 
bnt it is understood that alJ the roads, with 
& Atlantic, which find no great fault with the 
new award, will appeal to Arbitrator Adams 
for a revision of Mr. Fink’s figures. Some 
the exception of the Grand Trunk and Chicago 


of the roads are alreacy engaged in the task 


of preparing arguments to convince Mr. 


Adams that they have been unjnstly treated 
by Commissioner Fink. It will take some 
time, however, before all the protests and 
arguments will be filed with Mr. Adams, 
and he will no doubt also require a little 
time to consider the matter, so that his de- 
cision is not likely to be forthcomi before 
next December, and, consequently, if his de- 
cision should be as unsatisfactory as Coin- 
missioner Fink’s, and a fight should be the 
result, it is not likely to be commenced until 
Jan. 1, 1884. Under the rules of the Joint 
Executive Committee there can be no ap- 
peal from Arbitrator Adams’ decision, and 


ithe roads not willing to abide by 
it will have no other alternative 
than to withdraw from the pool. There 


are but few who have any hopes that Arbi- 
trator Adams will materially change Mr. 
Fink’s figures. Mr. Fink has had the mat- 
ter of the new percentages under 
consideration for several months, and has 
taken great pains and trouble to acquaint 
himself with all the facts, in order to arrive 
at a satisfactory conclusion, and it is quite 
probable that before making the announce- 
ment he sought the advice and opinion of 
Mr. Adams.

Circulars BRegardingzg East-Bound 
Freight Shipments. 

Mr. Thomas C. Moore, Joint Agent of the 
Chicago East-bound pool, has just issued the 
following circulars: 

The attention of packers and shippers gen- 
erally is catled tociause No. 6of the official east- 
bound classification, which provides that * bulk 
freight will not be taken except in car-loads.” 
This rule will be strictly observed in the case of 
shipments of bulk meat, and shippers will be 
careful not to tender such shipments unless in 
car-load lots. 

The only exception to the ruling will be on 
property destined to points covered by the 
Southern railway and steamsbip classification 
and to points in Virginia and North and South 
Carolina. :

About 250 members have 
thus far been secured, and new names are 
being daily added to the constitu- 
tion. | The Executive Committee has 
delayed the appointment of a manager 
because signatures were not obtained as 
rapidly as was desired. An opinion has gained 
ground among shippers and business firms 
that the bureau would be antagonistic to the 
railroads, aud for this reason many refused 
to become members. The Executive Com- 
mittee wishes it to be understood itis not the 
object of the organization to antagonize the 
railroads, but, on the contrary, it is to foster 
more harmonious relations between business- 
men and the companies than are now exist- 
ing. ‘The object is, they say, to have all mat- 
ters regarding claims transacted by the 
bureau, instead of by each individual firm 
and the manager of the bureau is to attend 
the meetings of railroad officials at which 
freight rates are being considered, to see 
that no injustice is being done to Chicago in- 
terests, and that all shippers and merchants 
are being treated alike. The committée has 
no doubt that when the real purpose of the 
association is fully understood nearly all the 
prominent merchants and shippers of the 
city will join the bureau. It is the intention 
to get the best man that can possibly be se- 
cured for manager.

False Representations Held to Be 
Ground for Rescission in a 
Court of Equity. 


Stoppaze of Goods in Transit—Partner- 
ship Interests and Other Late 
Decisions. 


Judge Van Brunt, of New York, Decides 
that Corporations Cannot Go 
on Bonds. 


Late Legal Decisions, 
The following is av abstract of some of the 
more important legal decisions recently de- 


. livered imthe bighber courts: 


SALE—STOPPAGE IN TRANSIT—DELIVERY TO 
PURCHASER. 

L. bought goods in Manchester, England, of 
w. & Co., and gave insiructions to ship the goods 
by rail (o be delivered to M. 8, & Co., at Garston; 
and he, L.. at the samgotime wrote to M. i Co. 
tosbip the goods to Rouen, France. n the 
wrrival of the freight at Gerston it was removed 
from the railway wazo & tothe cowpany’s sheds, 
and the usual notice was sent to the consignees 
M.S. & Co., that the company no l@nger he! 
the goods as carriers, but as warebousemen, at 
the consignees’ risk. M. 8. & Co. wrote L. to 
inquire whether he. required a bill of lading of 
the shipment to Kouen, and if oot they would 
ship them without one, and be replied that he 
did require the bill. Three days iater L. filed 
bis petition for liquidation in bankruptcy, and 
W. & Co. bearing tbis immediately sent word to 
mM. & Co. at to stop the foods 
if not snipped, and return them, giving 
them an indemnity to protect them against 
lability, and the return was made. L. bad soid 
these woods to K. at Rouen, and he (K.) brought 
an action against M., 5. & Co, for the conversion 
of his property, claiming that the title to the 
goods passed to L., bis vendor, on their delivery 
M.,5. & Co., as bis agents, at G., and that, 
therefore, the risht to stop the goods in transit 
had ceased when W. & Co. demanded the return 
from M..8 &Co. In this action, Kenaali vs. 
Marsball, the trial court gave the fendanta 
judgment, but the Engliso Court of Appeal, on 
the plaintiff's appeal, decided in bis favor. Lurd 
Justice Cotton,in the opinion, said: * The rule 
is that the rigbt to stop in transi(u exists until 
the goods are delivered to the buyer. or posses- 
sion has been taken by bim. The difficuity arises 
always in determining what is a delivery to the 
buyer. To settle this quesaon we must look 
to what paper passes between the buyer 
and seller before the goods are put in 
the course of delivery. If the buyer 
does not take the goods they must be 
pent by a cerrier, and until the carrier bas 
taken bis freight to the point of consignment 
anc banded them to the buyer the rignt of the 
seller to stop tiem exists. The delivery to the 
carrier is not a delivery to the buyer, but when 
the buyer directs that the goods be sent to a 
certain point the r ght of the seiler to stop them 
remains until their arrival, unless the buyer 


comes in and interrupts their voyage. In 


case, though the goods were ordered by 
through bis agent, M.,S. & Co.,to be sent to 
Rouen, were sent to G., and the stoppage at G. 
was nota mere break in the original journey; 
there was a fresh voyage from the buyer to his 
purcbaser at Rouen, and the rigbt of the vender 
to stop the goods ceased to exist when they 
‘peacned G. and were delivered to M., 8. & Co., 
who were acting under the orders ot the 
buyer.” 
FALSE REPRESENTATION — RESCISSION OF 
CONTRACT~—KNOWLEDGE OF VENDER. 

In asaie of property the vender represeuted 
that noone had any claims upon it; be made 
tois representation io good faith, and the pur- 
cbaser relied upon it in waking the contract. It 
turned out, however, that there were valid 
claimé against the property which materially 
affected its value, and the purcbaser gave nolice 
that he withdrew from the contract. ‘The vend- 
er insieted that be bad acted in good taith, and 


-that the purchaser was bound. A suit was 


brought to rescind the contract, Linbart vs. For- 
mans, administrator, but the triai court decided 
in favor of the defendant. The plaintiff ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court of Appeais of Vir- 
ginia, where be prevaiied. Judge Hinton in the 
opinion said: “The well-settied doctrine in 
the United States in regard to contracts 
brovght about by faise or fraud- 
ulept misrepresentation is, that fuaise 
representation of a muterial fact, constituting 
ap inducement to the contract, on which the 
purchaser had a right torely. is aground for a 
rescission by a court of equity, although the 
party making the representauon was ignorant 
whether it was true or false; and the reai in- 
quiry is not whether the vender knew the rep- 
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resentation to be false, but whether the pur- 
chaser believed it to be true and was mis! b 
it into entering into the contract. For in sue 
case, whether the taise representation was inno- 
‘cently made or knowingly made, the effect is the 
game upon the purcbaser. And he who bas 
‘made a faise representation in respect of a ma- 
as matter must, in order to be able to rely on 


e defense that the transaction was not entered 
nto on the faith of the representation,.be abie 
prove to @ demo. stra ton that it was not re- 
ied upon.”

' J. bougbt the interest of a partner which bad 
Nn attached for a debt, and subsequently to 
bis attacbment a chattel mortgage was made 
bs allthe partners for a firin debt.

action for possession was brought by 
the grantee, Leppia vs. Mackey, and he got 
judgment. The tenant appealed to the Supreme 
Court of Minnesota, where he was again de- 
feated. Judge Dickinson, in the opinion, said: 
“ Aitbough the covenant fora renewal of 
lease Was made mereiy in -favor of the lessee, 
it is well settied that such a covenant ruus with 
the land to one who by assignment comes to 
Stand in the place of the cuvenanter, and we 
must construe the ciause as to possession as in- 
separabie from the covenant, and that it bas the 
elect to reserve to the grantee the same right.” 


A Blow at Corporations. 

In the Court of Common Pieas, says the New 
York World of the 27th ult., a motion was made 
before Judge Van Brunt to vacate an attach- 
ment against the property of a debtor on giving 
security. Oo an of the bond offered 
by the appiicaot’s counsel it was found that the 
surety thereto was a corporation organized as 
an indemnity and security company, and Judge 
Van Brunt refused to entertain the motion.

aveil to note that about 125,000 bushels of wheat 
was piaced yesterday fur lake shipment, and it 
is barely possible that this is an indication 
ot an extensive movement of that cereal. Car- 
riers are inclined to look upon it in that light, 
but they bave preaicted the same thing so many 
times that it is now looked Upon as a standing 
joke. The total amount of grain in store 
at this port is 11,051, bushels, against 5.421.787 
at the corresponding period last year. Of this 
amount 7,322,283 busbeis are wheat, while at this 
time last year there was Only 2,507,184. The re- 
ceipts continue large and the shipments light. 
Verselmen ciaim that a general movement of 
wheat will send freights up % per cent; there- 
fore they are watching the fluctuation of the 
market with considerable anxiety.

DEFAULTER KER. 


HE IS SENT BACK TO JAIL BY JUDGE 
DRUMMOND. 

Judge Drummond yesterday morning de- 
cided the habeas corpus case of Frederick M. 
Ker, the defaulting cierk of Preston, Kean & 
Co., and sent him back to jail. After stating 
the facts of the case at length the Judge said 
that Ker being in Peru was under the 
protection of its laws, and could only be legally 
removed by virtue of its laws. The defendant 
was not taken under any process, but without 
any authority on the part of the United States, 
and without any consent on the part of Peru, 
and placed on board the ship Essex. When 
Ker was finally brought here process was 
issued by a court of competent jurisdiction on 
au indictment foundin such court. While he was 
in Peru he was not under the protection of the 
laws of the United States, but under the protec- 
Gon of those of Peru, andif be was taken in 
Violation of tbe provisions of the treaty between 
the two countries be was taken in violation of 
the iaws of Peru. The treaty did not guarantee 
protection to all citizens of the United States 
who might be within the territory of Peru. it 
could hardly be said that Ker was under the 
protection of the treaty between the two voun- 
tries. The act complained of was a vioiation of 
the laws of Peru, and if there was such a vioia- 
tion the party bad bis remedy under the laws of 
Peru. The question was, whether, because of 
the private wrong that bad been done Ker, the 
process of the court was vitiated. In view of 
the authorities cited, the case was not so cleer 
a8 to authorize a court to issueawrit. The 
consequences of the discharge of the defendant 
were so serious that acourt might wel! pause 
‘vefore reaching such a conclusion. The doe- 
fendant would escape all punishment. It 
seemed that the weight of authority was that 
under the circumstances of such a case a court 
could not took into the circumstances of the 
capture and the transfer of tne prisoner from 
Peru to tne United States in order to free bim 
from the consequences of the process which bad 
been served on bim. Asit was not ciear that 
the prisoner should be discharged the writ 
would be refused. But he still had his remedy 
either by applying direct to the Supreme Court 
of the United States tor a habeas chrpus or of 
setting up the factsina piea to indictments 
against him and then carrying the case to the 
Supreme Court of the State and of the United 
States. In view of the conflict between the 
State courts and of the importance of the ques- 
uon it was very desirable that the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of the United States should be 
taken in the matter. | 


AFTER MANY YEARS, 
AN AGED LAW SUIT FINALLY DECIDED, 
An opinion was given yesterday morning by 
Judge Tuley in the case of Farmer vs. Snell 
which rakes up the affairs of the old firm of 
Snell, Taylor & Co. The firm was engaged in the 
building of railroads, and during its existence 
one of the firm, James Aiken, became indebted 
to Judge Van Higgins and Leonard Swett in the 
sum of $18,000 for legal services, and it was 
agreed to divide this up among the four mem- 
bers of the firm. The original bill was filed 
about nine years ag and some five or 
six years afterward Taylor tiled a supplemental 
bill, claiming that he had agreed to be responsi- 
bie for Aiken’s quarter of the indebtedness 
to the lawyers on condition that he should have 
a lien on Aikia’s interest in some property be- 
longing to the firm at Hoopston, Vermilion 
County. Subdsequentiy Samuel ©. Farmer, of 
Fairfield, la., bought Aikin’s interest in the: 
firm, his interest in the land, b 
without knowledge of lien. Tay! 
sought to enforce bis lien againat the property, 
and asked for a decree io his favor on the cross- 
bill. Judge Tuley beid that under the circum- 
stances Taylor, ciaiming a secret lien, and never 
having: disclosed it until the filing ot bis sup- 
plemental bill, a court of equity would be bound 
to scrutinize it carefully, and it must be proved 
by unquestionable proof. Taylor's evidence 
could put be considered, because it was ob- 
jected to at the time of the trial, and was in- 
competent on the ground that it was con- 
versations with a deceased person. The testi- 
mony of the attorney in the case who 
bad been Aiken's attorney was also incom- 
petent, because it was confidential between at- 
torney and client. The evidence of the only re- 
Maining witness as to the secret lien was vague 
and unsatisfactory, having been taken man 
years atter the transaction. Aside from all 
this the agreement was void under the statute 
of frauds, being in parol. Thesupplementai bill 
would therefore be dismissed. e effect of 
this is to give Mrs. Aiken, who is in reduced cir- 
cumstances, property worth about $20,000. 


OFFICIAL IGNORANCE. 
NOBODY AT HEADQUARTERS KNOWS ANY- 
THING ABOUT EISFELDT’S SPREE. 

If Ald. Bisteldt bad no vote io the Council he 
would have been brought before Justice Foote 
yesterday on the charge of disorderly conduct. 
When he hail the trouble at the Dime Museum 
Monday afternoon with Officer White, of the 
Pinkerton force, he was arrested by White and 
taken tothe armory. A slip was made out

CHicaao, Oct. 9.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
In making up a Judgement upon the course taken 
by a majority of the Methodist clergymen of 
the Chicago District on the liquor-tax qyestion, 
it must be keptin mind that there was no issue 
between prohibition and license. The choice 
was between high license and low license, and 
they have declared their preference for the 
latter. Prohibition was alréady provided for in 
the only way io which it can be enforted—viz.: 
by the action of each individual community 
where publi¢ sentiment is opposed to the sale 
of liquor. authority to license was and is 
exvressly granted by law of)}the State to the local 
boards and councils, and there is no movement 
discernible in any part of the State for thé re- 


peal of the law. Hence the clergymen who 
voted for the resolution 
bave deciared it as their conviction chat it will 
be better for the public weifare and the morais 
of society to permit the local authorities to 
issue saioon ticeoses for nothing, and to pre- 
vent th@ County Boards from charg tng even $50 
in any case, than it is to require the payment of 


each community demand, for the privilege of 
selling tiquors openly instead of covertly, and in 
guarantee of faitoful compliance with the vari- 
ous restrictive iaws of the State. There are 
sixty-six Methodist clergymen witoin the juris- 
diction ot the Rock Kiver Conference who be- 
lieve that absolute or comparative freedom 
for rum-selling is more commenodable than the 
restriction and limitation which a charge of 
$500 and upwards will impose upon the traffic. 
Such a deciaration comimg from men whose 
avowed mission is to promote temperance in- 
dicates either intel'ectual inferiority or defect- 
ive moral perceptior.

HY DROPHOBIA, 


DEATH OF A GIRL TEN YEARS OLD~—A MOST 
PECULIAR CASE, 

A case of hydrophobia which presented some 
unusual features occurred on the South Side 
last week. The victim was Paulina Sophia 
Hartman, aged 10 years, who lived with her 
parents at No. 4330 Arnold street, in the Town 
of Lake. Aug.2 while on the street she was 
bitten by asmall dog which was evidentiy mad, 
as it ran along snapping at everybody and every- 
thing in its way, imprinting its teeth in the shoe- 
beeil of a woman and a piano-stool with which a 
man who was attacked defefided himself. ‘The 
wound received by the little girl was in the caif 
of the right leg, the teeth of § the 
dog cutting the flesh on  0both sides. 
Dr. J. F. Abel, of No. 2800 Dearborn street, 
was sent for, and be cauterized the places, 
treated them antiseptically, and kept both open 
for about two weeks so as to prevent absor 
tion. There was some talk about hydrophobid. 
in the presence of the patient, but it apparently 
had no effect on her. The wounds finaliy healed 
nicety, and the chi#d continued healthy untii last 
Wednesday, when she begwan to vomit and com- 
piaip of pains in the rightieg. Snucb a long time 
had ‘elapsed since the biting that the parents 
were not alarmed at first, but when she refused 
to drink anything, though oomplaining of thirst, 
they cailed in Dr.-Abel. When he saw her she 
complained of pains in the limb, chest, and 
back, and had aie wild, anxious look, 
but rational, He asked her if 
she wanted water, and she answered * Yes.”’ 
When a giassful was handed her, bowever, she 
had a gonvulsion. But she swallowed two or 
three uthfuis with difficulty. In attempting 
to speak there was spasmodic action — | the 

lottis, and the sound resembied a dog’s bark. 

he didn’t snap, and was vivient only when ina 
convulsion. These symptoms continued during 
the night, except when she got some sieep, pro- 
duced by dozes of bromide and chioral. Friday 
morning she was better, aud said so, the attacks 
being less violent and with larger intervals be- 
tween them. Later in the day there was a 
burning sensation in her iimbs, and she 
scratched herseif badly. The pains had left her 
except those in the chest. In the afternoon the 
convulsions became more frequent, and though 
the medicine was given her every two bours 
during the night she got no sieep. Saturday 
morning sbe beganto froth at the mouth, or 
rather there was an accumulation of froth in the 
throat, and she spat itout. She nad aspasm oc- 
casionally. At2 o'clock she was seiz with a 
severe pain in the heart, and screamed so as to 
be hearda biock away. This lasted fer half 
an hour, and then she quieted 
down. She asked for some pop. and 
drank it without aspasm. Some milk was also 
given ber subsequently. She had photophobia 
~—fear of ligat—and the room bad to be dark- 
ened. When any one opened the door, she had 
aspasm. This continued until balt an bour be- 
fore death, she saying she was * ali right.’’ The 
spitting of froth still continued. She was not 
Vicious at ali, sitt on the attendant’s iap, 
with her arms around her neck. About8 o'clock 
in the evening she complained of feeling tired, 
and said if a bed was made up she would go to 
sieep. She lay down, and ina little while died 
without a struggle. in addition to Dr. Abei, 
Drs. Hurst, Chaffee, Caldwell, Eaton, and others 
saw the child, and pronounced her disease 
hydrophbobia; none of them had any doubts 
aboutit, but it was certainiy a very unusual, 
and. from the pbysicians’ standpoint, an inter- 
esting one. 


NEW “BILED” SHIRTS. 


TUE IRONERS THEREOF PROPOSE THE FOR- 
MATION OF A UNION, 

About thirty persons who are employed as 
irovers of new shirts met last evening at No. 18 
North Sheldon street to consider the present con- 
dition of their trade and make some preliminary 
arrangements towards forming a New-Snhbirt 
Ironers’ Union. The meeting was about equally 
divided as to sex, a circumstance which was 
taken advaotage of for a littie social dance 
prior to the meeting being called to order. The 
new-shirt ironers are a respectabie and intelli- 

nt body of young men and women, if those 
who attended the meeting may be taken as a 
fair sample of the workers at this comparatively 
new trade. 

From the statements made to the reporter it 
appears there are about 300 persons employed at 
this work in the city at present, nearly per 
cent of whom ure females. Prior to two years 
ago the work here was ail done by women. At 
that date a few expert male workers were 
brought from the Eastern new-shirt laundries 
by some manufacturers in this city. These men 
were promised a steady wage of 10 cents per 
shirt, or $1.20 per dozen, and constant work. 
The work of these men, it is claimed, raised the 
character of the goods turned out by the snirt- 
factories bere, and the trade bas increased with 
wondrous rapidity since that date. But about 
April last some of the employers reduced the 
wages to nine cents. One laundry after another 
bas been making the reduction, so that it is 
supposed to be the object of the employers, who 
haye a union ot theirown, to gradually lower 
the wages all round, taking the easy places first. 
Some of the shirt manufactures have their own 
laundrying done on the premises; others give 
out the work to city laundries. The latter 
are paid $2.25 per dozen by the manufacturers, 
the same as they always were, yet some of them 
aisobave cut their employés from 10 cents to. 
nine cents. Itshould be noted that this new 
work is of a differeut character altogether from 
old Work or fr ally laundrying; the new shirt 
must be finished all over witha perfeet givoss, 
most carefully,and turned out in sbin- 
ing purity, ready to be bung on a string in the 
show window by the dainty dry-goods clerk. 
Sume of the leading city laundries refuse pew 
work, even at the bigh wages, owing to the ex- 
tra trouble it gives. Wiisoa Brothers were 
named as a leading tirm,which had made the re-

Anyhow, a union bas been determined 
on as the first means of defense against the en- 
croachments of the employers, and last even- 
ing’s meeting was the first step towards that 
end 


After a lengthened and informal discussion 4 
committee was appointed to arrange for form- 
ing a union and instructed to call another meet- 
ing for that object at an early day.

THE CHICAGO CHARITY ORGANIZATION 50- 
CIETY WLLL CARE FOR THEM OR WATCH 
THEM. 
“Tne Chicago Charity Organization Society, 

said the Rev. 8. Humphreys Gurteen, the Organ- 

izing Secretary of that institudon, yesterday, 

“is the thirtieth, and so far as I know the last, 

such society in the order of their origin in this 

country. I have been concerned in the organ- 
izing of about a dozen of them. Our Chicago 
society kas been about eight months in getting 
to work, but that is doing pretty well, as the 

Buffalo society took nine.”’ 

“What is your plan of operatiofis?’ 

“After providing our various books, blanks, 
and circulars, our effort has been to push for- 
ward and tabulate as fast as possible our record 
of all the objects of charity, worthy and unwor- 
thy, in the citm We attempted to do 
this first by communicatmmg with all 
the churches and benevolent organizadons, re- 
questing them tv signify their willingness to Cco- 
operate, and then to send us, on printed forms 
which we sent them, descriptions of all the per- 
sons whom they assisted. We bave received 
communpications from about forty of these 
bodies expressing their entire willingness to co- 
operate, but chey do not very readily respond to 
the other request. Five descriptions have just 
been received from the Hebrew Relief Associa- 
tion, about as many from the churches,a tew 
from charitable individuals, and 3,000 from the 
County Agent. These cases are carefully 
entered on the books, and any one who may 
desire to belp any of tnese persons again, if 
worthy, can ascertain their history in a moment 
by applying at this office, No. 9 Borden Biock. 
Of course, | do not mean that vur records are 
open for inspection to the curious. They are 
strictly conhdential, and no one can use them 
except for charitable purposes.”’ 

“Will you rely exclusively on circulars to en- 
able you to make up your record?” 

as Not atall. if every organization and every 
individual would coédperate actively it might 
soon.be effected in that way. But our work 
contemplates the opentng of six district offices 
in the city, to be presided over by as many dis- 
trict agents, wbo will devote themselves to mak- 
ing investigations and collecting information.

A copy of your letter, with its inclosure, will 
be communicated to our Minister in London, 
and he will be instrueted to ascertain whether 
O'Donnell is a citizen of the United States, and 
if so, to do what is necessary to secure his prop- 
er defense. 

It is not doubted that the accused will receive 
fair trial according to the usuai forms of law 
which, in E giand, are substantially those in 
force in this country; and that any proper aid 
to thatend which it is within their power to 
furnish, will be given by the representatives of 
the United States in London. Such aid would

OREGONIANS. 
HALF A THOUSAND OX-TEAM PIONEERS RE- 
CROSS THE CONTINENT BY RAIL. 

The excursion party of Oregon pioneers ar- 
rivea in the city from St. Paul yesterday after- 
noon dbout 4 o’clock, and the majority of them 
put up at the Paimer House. Mr. Paimer re- 
cognized their advent by putting upon the rail- 
ing of the entresol gatiery, just above the 
rotunda, a handsome bank of National flowers 
bearing the inscription, * Welcome the Oregon 
Pioneers.”” The party is composed of a fine- 
looking jot of intelligent men, bearty, healthy, 
and brawny, and their appearance speaks well 
for the comparatively new country from which 
they bail. They bad evidently read of the “ ways 
that are dark and the tricks that are vain” 
in this section of the country, as a TRIB- 


_ UNE reporter, who didn’t look particularly like 


a bunko man, bad considerabie trouble in get- 
ting any of them to talk. Finally he encoun- 
tered Mr. J. M.Waters, of Lynn County, Oregon, 
a very pleasant gentleman, who cheerfully as- 
sented to a proposition to talk. 

“ We left Portiand,’’ he said, * about 2 o'clock 
last Tuesday—just a week ago today—and have 
been on the road ever since. One party is made 
up of tha old pioneers of Oregon—tbose who 
came there before 1853, and who drove ux-teams 
across the prairies to get there. Not one in the 
party bas been back East since then, but Presi- 
dent Villard, of the Northern Pacific. offered the 
Oregon Pioneers’ Association a naif-fare rate to 
Chicago and New York, and about 580 members 
of the association took advantage of it and are 
making the trip.” 

* Did vou come direct from Portland to St. 


Paul over the Northern Pacific?’ asked the re- } 


porter. 


“Yes, and we came tbrougb a beautiful coun- 


try. It would repay any man to take that trip 
if only fora — of the grand scenery about 
the Cuiumbia River. The road runs tbroughb a 
good country. Some of it is good far ming 
country, and it is all good grazing cvuntry. 
There is a prospect for a number of good towns 
along the line of the road, ang already several 
new towns have been started and are growing 
very rapidly. Theroadis very well managed, 
and we had but one delay. The bridge over the 
Soake River has not been built yet, and we bad 
to ferry across, but the river was so low that 
our boat got stuck on a sandbDunk, and we were 
kept back about thirty-six hours. The tunnels 
are not yet completed, and we had to come over 
the mountains. Itell youit was pretty steep 
climbing in some places.” 

** | suppose the opening of the Northern Pa- 
cific wili heip Oregon.” 

* Yes, indeed. Heretofore San Francisco has 
been our principal base of supplies—in fact, we 
had to get everything from San Francisco. Our 
merchants, many of them, deait directly with 
New York, but the goods were shipped via 
"Frisco. Yes, the Northern Pacitic will open up 
a new territory for ug to draw from, and it will 
be more direct for the shipment of goods.”’ 

* How did you come duwn from 8t. Paul?” 

*“ We had the choice of roads, and we split up 
there. Some dropped by the wayside. and there 
will be another aplit bere. I came over the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul Road, and 1 could not see how 
80 Many towns prospered, as wo apparently do, 
between Milwaukee and St. Paul. There appears 
to be very little farming country there, at least 
along the line of the ruilroad, but the towns, of 
which there is one every five or six miles, ap- 
pear to be flourishing and popuious. I can’t 
understand how that is.”’ | 

“Will you split up here?” 

“Yes. Some go East by wayof the Penn- 
syivania Road tomorrow, apd the others will 
visit their old homes in Vhbio, lilinois, lowa, and 
other sections. I shall go to Nebraska, and wili 
then returo to Oregon from here.”’ 

* How is Oregon ftlourishing?’’ 

“Mightily. We bave a wonderful climate, and 
if we only bad your soii with it we would havea 
great country. As it is, bowever, we farm ex- 
tensively and successfully; our facilities for 
grazing and stock-raising are of the best; and 
we do some mining. But our climate is giorious. 
Now, Lhave not seen a night as bot as_ this for 
three years there. A man can sicep weil 
under two heavy blauketsall the year round 
in Oregon.“We do some manufacturing, and we 
have woolen-milis, etc., in constant operation. 
Portiand is a rich and active city, and Salem, 
our capital, isa fine town. We haven't got your 
out there, though.” 

* Where do you bail from, Mr. Waters ?”’ 

“Ohio is my native State, but l went to ’Frisco 
frow Iowa in 1549. I expected to be back ina 
year or two, but the years slipped by one after 
another, and thirty-four years have passed since 
Iwent outthere. My brother, A. W. Waters, is 
with me, and we snail both go back again. Our 
tickets are good for ninety days.” 

*“] suppose the members of your party see 
wondertu! changes in this part of the country.” 

“Indeed wedo. This Chicago is a great city, 
and all of the country we have passed ugh 
shows wonderfui growth.”’ 

“ Whoisin charge of your party?”’ 

“ Well, We appointed a Mr. Watt as a commit- 
tee of ove to make arrangements fur transpor- 
tation, hotel accommodations, etc,, but from St. 
Paul we do nottravelasa party. Some meet 
together one day for special trips and others 
meet the next day for the same purpose. Itisa 
sort of go-as-you-piease now. ut we all ex- 
pect to see as Inuch as we can and go back to 
Oregon with a large store of knowledge.” 

As Mr. Waters said, it was a go-as-you-please, 
for the members of the party split up last even- 
ing and visited the theatres, the Exposition, and 
other places of interest. Some go East to- 
day, others will spend a few days in Chicago 
sightseeing, while others will visit the neigh- 


boring States, going back to Oregon individually - 


and in groups within the next two months.

PHILLIPS, WHO KILLED JOHNSON WITH A 

BILLIARD-CUE, ACQUITTED—OTHERB CASES 

PENDING. 
Michael Phillips was placed on trial yesterday 
in Judge Moran's court on the charge of mur- 
dering David Jobnson in March last at a billiard 
hallon West Madison street. The State’s-At- 
torney evidently did not consider that be had a 
strong case, as bis requested charge to the jury 
prove.

SOME OF THEIR PECULIARITIES AS CON- 
DUCTED FROM DAY TO DAY, 

The tax-sale which is gotng on in the County-

day’s sales covered Secs. 18, 19, 20, 21, and 30 on 
the West Side, and the district remaining will 
be finished today. The method of selling land 
for taxes is very peculiar. If the unpaid taxes 
amount to $100 that amount is bid for the piece 
of property in question, and the competition 
among the bidders is as to who will give that 
sum fér the smallest fracuon of the land. ‘There 
are always between twenty and thirty bidders, 
and their bids come in quick succession in this 
manuer: “One-half,” “One-fourth,” “One- 
eighth,”” “Oue-sixteenth,” and so on up to 
one-hundredth,” finally reaching “ One- 
millionth,” and often being redueed to so infini- 
tesimal a fracdon that sixty-three ciphers are 
necessary to express it. As the fraction pur- 
chased is the frontage of the jot, the buyer may 
erect an impassable barrier between the re- 
mainderof the jot and the street unless the 
owner redgems the land within a given time, 


paying a considerabie reentage to 
the speculative person who bas 
satisfied the claims of the county. 


Any one who was unfamiliar with this mode of 
ee would be bewildered should he drop 
nto the County Court where the sale is going 
on and listen to the droning voice of the Clerk, 
supplemented every moment by a babel of 
voices tangied in a labyrintn of fracuons.

He Writes to Say Why This City Can- 
not Have Distinctive fiold Cer. 
tificates, 


The Main Reason Being that if Chicago

Bankers Are Specificalf® informed How They 
Can Get Along Without the Com- 
modity. 


Secretary Folger, of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, was évidently not convinced by the 
arguments of Congressman Dunham and 
others urging a distinctive issue of gold 
certificates for Chicago, as he has written 
the following letter to Mr. Sturges: 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 5, 1883.—Mr. 
Sturges, President Northwestern National Ba 
Chicago, Ii.—Sir: Since returning to my desk 
in the department I have considered your re- 
quest relative to a distinctive series of goid cer- 
tifcates for Chicago. I have also discussed the 
matter with Mr. Dunbam, M. C., from your 
city, and Mad the beneft Of bis views, favorabie 
to your side of the case, amd earnestly presented 
by him. I have looked at the matter with a 
wish to comply with your desire, if so to du is 
consistent with large public interests, or even 
if the interests of Chicago are to be so greatly 
and beneficiaily affected as that they should be 
bela as outweighing any public incunvenience 

may be occasioned. 
CANN’T SEE THE PROPRIETY. 

I am constrained to say that I cannot yet see 
the propriety of my acceding to your request. 
lam not able to see any reasons in theory for 
granting it that would apply to the case of Chi- 
cago and might not apply to all other cities at 
which there are the vilices of Assistant Treas- 
urers. Then lam tocomsider would be the 
effect of the issue of a kind of obliganons of 
the Goyernment, which have been in practice a 
medium of,paymeut of debts, but which by 
tueir new terms are not payable but at some 
oue of those cities. Would it not result that 
they would not remain at par of internal ex- 
change—that is, t all of them would not so 
remain in all parts of the country?

WHY IN TWO PLACES ? 
You will say: ** Why did you make those al- 


ready issued payable in two places, us at New 
York City, or at Washington, or at any place?’ 


For these reasons: As svon as @e law was 
passed authorizing the issue of gold certificates 
the demand for them was great. I dared not 
issue them without the safeguard against for- 
gery of some signature. The pressing demand 
for them wouid not allow the delay for signa- 
tures of both Treasurer and Kegister bere, and 
fac similes of those signatures were engraved.

BANKING MADE EASY, 


| Itis said that the banks in Chicago in adjust-

Itissaid that the gold deposited with the Sub-

Treasurer of Chicago fo refuse to fedeem at his

WHAT IS THE TREASURY ? 

Now, what is the Treasury? It is in the ab- 
Stract: that system, made by law, of offices and 
official poweg, through which the revenues of 
the Government are collected, the moneys of it 
kept,and the debts owing by it paid. It is in 
the eoncrete: the public officers, and all the 
other material aids aud appliances whereby, 
among other things, those mogeys are placed 
and beid in safety, and wherefrdm they are paid 
Out according to law. Now, are not the office of 
the Sub-Treasurer at Chicago and that oilicer 


Are not 
that ottice and that officer so much a

At no other piace than New York cao he con- 
veniently do this, and convenience dictates that 
each Assistaut ‘T'reasurer other than be at New 
York can be permitted to redeem to an amount 
egual to the gold received by bim.

BARB WIRE. 


Recent Decisions by Judge Stipp Re- 
garded as a Victory for the 
Monopolists. 


Jouiet, Lil, Oct. 9.—[Special.|—Having 
dissolved the injunction of Lambert, Bishop 
& Co. restraining the Washburn & Moen 
Manufacturmge Company from collecting 
royalty or interfering in any way with their 
business, Judge Stipp this morning granted 
a counter-injunction prayed for by Wash- 
burn, restraining Lampert, Bishop & Co. 
from manufacturing barb wire on the ground 
of having exceeded the product stipulated in 
their license, and compelling them to pay the 
arrearage of sume $60,000. The decision is 
regarded as a great victory for the monopo- 
lists, and will have the effect of stopping 
several barb-wire factories in Joliet, which 
is one of the principal centres for the manu- 
facture of that product in the conntry, and 
of throwing a large number of operatives 
out of employment. 7 

*The Judge rendered an oral opinion. He 
said subsequently to your correspondent: 
**Inu my decision this morning I did not pass 


on the question, whether the dealings and 
contracts of the Washburn & Moen 


Manufacturing Company and o6Haish 
had the effect reduce roy- 
alty payable to the other licensees, 


The contract eutered into the 26th of Octo- 
ber, 1882, between the Washburn & Mven 
Manufacturing Company on the one part and 
Lambert. Bishop & Co. of the other part 
effectualiy released the Washburn & Moen 
Manufacturing Company from all ciaims of 
Lambert, Bishop & Co. and tne Wire Fence 
Company for such reduction. therefore 
dissolved the injunction of Lambert, Bishop 
& Co. and the Wire Fence Company against 
the Washburn & Moen Company, enjoining 
them from collecting the royalties. I also 
held that the contract of Lambert, Bishop & 
Co. with the Washburn & Moen Company, 
that Lambert, Bishop & Co. would not man- 
ufacture any more barbed-wire until 1894,

loen had adequate remedy at 
law @r its violation, and 1 therefore granted 
an injunction against Lambert, Bishop & 
Co. restraining them from the violation of 
such contracts by the manufacturing of wire 
till the further order of this court. 

“The grounds set forth in the petition of 
Lambert, Bishop & Co. for an injunction 
were to the effect that Washburn had granted 
more favorable terms to Jacob A. Haish for 
manufacturing than he did the others, in 
violation of the stipulations of the licenses, 
The evidence shows that Lambert, Bishop & 
Co. had signed a supplementary agreement 
waiving that part of the contract and ad- 
mitting Haish in speciai terms.”
